Grerhard Carries Guarantee 
Against Molestation 
by Allies. 


London, Jime 4.-The second editions 
of the London 
inorninp papers 
today 
publish the confirmation 
from 
official 
sources in Petrograd 
of 
the 
fall 
of 
Przemysl. 
The word "reported" was ac- 
cordingly stricken from the accounts of 
the Austro-German victory in 
Galicia, 
and the •words "Przemysl lost" constitute 
the leading headline in English newspa- 
pers today. 


The big loop which the Austro-German 
forces had made around Przemysl strong 
liold has been drawn to a straight line. 
At the same time, to the southeast, Stry 
has been left behind as Gen. von Linsing- 
e n s forces arfi pusliing their way north- 
ward towards tlio Dneister with Lem- 
beri: presumably as their objective, seek- 
ing to avoid the great marshes to the 
vest. 
It is reported that some of these 
forces already have reached the Dneister 
line near Mikolajow, with Lemberg only 
Rbout twenty-five miles away. 


Daring Move a Success, 


To the north of 
Przemysl Gen. von 
Ik'Iackenzen is now safe, having dared to 
essay to drive a wedge between the Rus- 
sian armies on the lower San and the 
fortress and made good. 
It was a risky 
move and knowing its peril British ob- 
eervers have been watching il witli keen 
interest. 
For a week tliey have been ex- 
pressing hopes it would fail. 
But it did 
not fail and now Gen. Mackenzen has a 
breathing spell and can elect either to 
stand where he is or to push forwju-d 
from a base of great strategic advantage. 


No one can predict wljethor the Aus- 
tro-Gerraans will continue their terrific 
ofl'ensive in the east, such as preceded 
the taking of Przemysl. 
But viewing 
the conij)lacency with which the Germans 
have accejjted punishment in the past 
in order to achieve their aims, the belief 
here is that they have set their heart 
upon Leml)erg and tliat they will not 
for some time to come be content to as- 
sume the defensive. 


May Strike in West. 


Some commentators on the military 
situation are suggesting today that the

Stomach of Suspected Owen 
County Man is Being

Drescher's name had been whispered in 
connection with the plot which included 
the sending of poisoned quinine through 
the mails to a number of prominent resi- 
dents of 
Owen 
county, and since his 
death it has been conunon talk 
that 
Drescher waa about to be arrested. 


Indianapolis, June 4-—Whetlwr 
body "hung one on" Governor Kalsfen 
in connection with the case of Durgfaaaa 
Ferris Riszk, the Fort Wayne STtmn, 
whom the governor paxoled on lifa^ 1« 
remains to be seen. 
On aocoTmt of 
developments in the Riszk case the gov- 
emor revoked the parole May 215, but 
Riszk is said to be somewhere on the 
high seas, boimd for hi* old home in 
Syria. 


Riszk was convicted in the <30uit a i 
Fort Wayne for murdering Slanaan Sen-» 
war, another Syrian. He was sentenced 
to the state prison at jMichian CSty for 
life, but soon after his arrival at the 
prison he was declared, insane and was 
transferred to the hospital for criminal 
insane at the prison. 
Some time ago 
relatives took steps .to obtain M« re- 
lease by parole. 


The case was presented to the state 
pardon board, and it recommended the 
iparole. 
E. G. Hoffman, of Fort Wayne, 
was one of the attorneys that worked 
for the parole. 
It was represented to 
the governor that if he would parole 
Riszk, the latter would be taken from 
the country at once and sent back to , 
Syria, 
After the governor had studied 
the case he paroled the man on condi- 
tion that he leave the conntry. 


Guaranty of Good Faith. 


George M. Riszk, a relative of 
tho 
convict, lives in Indimapolis, and he in- 
sisted on posting m t h the governor a 
bond in the sum of $1,000 as a guar- 
anty of his good faith in his promise 
that he would take his relative out of 
the country. 
On May 3 George Risk 
called at the state prison and got his 
relatives and brought him to Indianapo- 
lis. 
In an affidavit filed by George Risk 
Avith the governor. Risk says he brought 
the man directly td Indianapolis; did 
not stop .at Fort Wayne or any other 
place.

After the 
parole 
had been jrraoted 
there was a stir among the Syriass la 
Fort Wayne. 
It . seems that some of 
them were afraid of Riszk, and that 
they feared he wouJd return to tha^. 
city and harm somebody. 
Several of 
them called on

HUgeman, 
prosecuting attorney of Allen county, 
and complained to him and told of iheir 
fears. 


Hilgeman then wrote a letter to the 
governor setting forth that side of tho 
situation. 
The governor was informed 
that Riszk had not left the country, as 
the parole provided. 
The governor was 
convinced by the fresh information that 
the provision of the parole was being 
violated, and on May 25. he revoked the 
parole, and notified Warden Fogarty of 
his action. 
Fogarty immediately made 
an effort to rearrest Riszk and return c 
him to the prison, but he was met with 
the declarations that Riszk was already 
on the high seas, bound for Syria.

Berlin, June 4,—(Via London, 12:10 
m.)—The jubilation throughout Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary over the fall 
of Przemysl is mingled with surprise at 
the speed with which the

Vienna, Prague and 
Budapest all have witnessed scenes of 
the wildest rejoicing over this latest vic- 
tory in Galicia. Like Berlin, these three 
cities are bedecked with 
flags. 
Thou- 
sands of persons fill, the streets, alter- 
nately Binging the German and Austrian 
national anthems. 
All expert observers 
in Berlin expected a stubborn resistance 
on the part of the Russian forces in 
Przemysl,

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Dr. Bryan Dissents. 


Dr. William Lowe Bryan, president of Indiana university, in the 
course of an address before the South Bend High School Alumni as- 
sociation, bitterly condemned vocational training in the public 
schools and censured the legislation which has enabled the schools of 
Indiana to embark in vocational instruction. 
Dr. Bryan asserted 
that the child who is started in its life work with routine practice 
substituted for an education was sure to be sadly handicapped when 
changes occurred, which were constantly being worked by those of 
deeper education and research knowledge. This child in later life 
Would be unable to draw upon a more basic knowledge and the re 
miltant lack of power of adaptability was sure to bring failure, sure 
to prove a habit trap for destruction. 


Because he is at the head of one of Indiana's leading educational 
institutions no less than because he has himself achieved a place of 
eminence in the educational world, the views of Dr. Biyan regard- 
ing vocational training are of importance and of interest, but we do 
not believe they will command any general endorsement at the hands 
of the public. Nor does this necessarily prove that the public is 
right and that Dr. Bryan is wrong. All that he says may be true, but 
there must be a demonstration by actual experience before it will be, 
accepted. 


There has been popular complaint for many years that public in- 
structior^ was gradually drifting away from practicability—that es- 
sentials were passed over too rapidly and that the educational equip- 
ment of the pupil as he left the schools was inadequate to meet the 
demands confronting him. It 'was the desire to correct this condi- 
tion that inspired the vocational training idea, and we do not be- 
lieve those who are enjoying its benefits will subscribe to the doc- 
trine that the practical training received is of no account or that the 
time spent in acquiring it was wasted 
It is reasonably clear that 
vocational training is in the Indiana schools to stay. 


In other words, the United States Steel corporation doesn't 
need to "unscramble." The decision of the federal court for the dis- 
trict of New Jersey has just been announced in the biggest of 
the anti-trust suits brough by the government, in which it holds that 
in acquiring its home and foreign trade the steel corporation did not 
violate the Sherman anti-trust act, and refused to dissolve the cor- 
poration. More or less obscured by other matters that have inter- 
vened since it was begun in 1911, the action against the "steel 
trust" haa nevertheless remained as the one chief figure in the anti- 
trust actions. The finding of the courts appears to clear away a 
good deal pf haze which has beclouded big corporation skies, 


The Owen county situation in which during the past year more 
than a score of persons have been poisoned by swallowing free sam- 
ples of medicines which had been heavily doped with poison and 
transmitted through the mails promises to develop into one of the 
most sensational cases this country has ever known. The work of 
some persop. or persons as yet unknown, it amounts to fiendishness 
almost unimaginable, and can be rationally explained only on the 
gronnd that it was the act of a mind unbalanced. There is desper- 
ate need that the investigation now in progress shall not fail in going 
to the bottom of the whole affair, regardless of who shall have been 
involved in the plot.

The Chicago Association of Commerce is out with an unqualified 
endorsement of the lake-to-lake barge canal projected from Toledo 
by way of Fort Wayne to Lake Michigan, and in convincing fashion 
has set forth its advantages from a commercial standpoint.

LESSON FOR JUNE 6 


NATHAN REBUKES DAVID. 


LESSON TEXT-II Samuel ll:22-12:7a. 
GOLDEN TEXT-Create in me a clean 
heart O God.—Psalm 51:10. 


This Is a lesson that demands great 
care in its presentation and treatment, 
which will differ widely according to 
age. For the younger the briefest sort 
o f statement that David fell In love 
with Uriah's wife and to obtain her 
had her husband killed will be sufla- 
cient. With such, throw the emphasis 
upon the danger of harboring evil 
thoughts and the need of heart purity 
(see Golden Text). 


With adults, however, some time 
inay be devoted to the social evil 
which is such a menace to «very na- 
tion, care being taken lest the discus- 
sion become morbid, or that we neglect 
to emphasize the fact that the cure 
is not in regulation or reformation but 
in the regeneration of the human 
heart. 


I. David's Many Good Deeds, II 
Samuel, 7 and 9. As a background 
for his most repulsive sin David had a 
long list of excellent deeds. His de- 
Blre for a better abiding place for the 
ark was not according to God's will 
for two reasons: first, that an ornate 
house might easily corrupt, through 
Idolatry, the spirtuality of the Hebrew 
religion; second, David was a man of 
war and therefore not qualified for 
temple building. Though denied, David 
did not despair, but at once provided 
that his successor carry out his desire. 


II. 
David's One Great Sin, II Sam- 
uel, 11:6. David's victories over his 
enemies 
are dismissed 
in a few 
verses, yet his sin is set forth in de- 
tail—another evidence of the divine 
origin and inspiration of the Bible. 
David had followed the example of 
neighboring kings and taken to him- 
self many wives, evidently regarding 
his fancy as supreme and himself as 
above the law. David was "off guard" 
In the matter of temptation, a danger- 
ous position for all, both soldier and 
civilian. 
David had had too long and 
too great a period of success and pros- 
perity after his long period of priva- 
tion, and this led to carelessness and 
pride. 
David was "off duty," Indulg- 
ing in ease while Joab did his fighting. 
As a result he became an adulterer 
and a murderer, and the record in no 
way seeks to palliate his guilt. 
From 
all this the record brings to us many 
Important lessons. 
Outwardly 
pros- 
perous and his army successful, Da- 
Hd must have felt in his heart the 
spiritual blight in the words, "but the 
thing was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord" (v. 27 R. V.); no psalm writ 
Ing then. 


III. Nathan's Parable, II. Samuel, 
12:1-7. 
It is an evidence of God'a 
grace that he sent his servant to re- 
buke and restore this "man after his 
own heart." 
Such is his mercy, foi 
he does not will that any should per- 
ish but that all might come to the 
knowledge 
of for^^iveness 
(Ezekiel 
33.11; Matthew 
No parable 
ever had its desired effect more quick- 
ly than this one. It brought conviction 
and repentance (v. 13) and led to the 
il^riting of the fifty-first psalm. It was 
a. delicate task set before Nathan thus 
to rpbuke the king, yet it reveals the 
essential nobleness of David in that 
he did not 6ecome angry. 
Nathan's 
task and his wisdom are revealed in 
his approach and in the way he led 
David to condemn, unwittingly, his 
own course of action. 
This was bet- 
ter than to begin by upbraiding and 
denunciation. 
Ver.se two suggests, in- 
ferentially, God's great goodness to 
David, which made the offense one of 
gross Ingratitude. 


IV. Thou Art the Man"—v. 7a. Thus 
far the story is one all too common, 
then and now, of the strong crushing 
the weak and glorying in their selfish- 
ness.^ What follows is the evidence 
of God's response to man's repentance, 
the parallel to which has nowhere else 
been found in the ancient world. The 
glory of it is that David heard and 
heeded God's messenger. 
The whole 
sordid story with its resultant action 
cn David's part brings us many price- 
lens lessons. (1) That man who had 
lived a life of faith and communion 
fell most miserably when he neglected 
his duty and took his eyes off God. 
Thrra is a grave danger ahead of the 
man ^vho begins to trifle with sin (I 
Cor. 10:12). 
(2) Though a man fall 
' tho /;c)dly man) yet he Is not utterly 
ct-rl down. 
There Is pardon for the 
vijp.si. sinner and the most 
abject 
backslider. 
David's murderous hands 
ar.d 
sin-stained 
soul 
found 
pardon 
(Ps. 22 and 51). (3) A man's sins, 
though he may find pardon, will cloud 
all of his future. 


David felt it in his own life and fam- 
ily; both daughter and sons felt its 
blight (see chapter 13), and it brought 
forth David's immortal lament over 
Absalom. 


David's trusted 
friend joined the 
son's rebellion and caused David great 
itorrow fsee 11:2; 23:34; 15:21 and 
IPs. 55:12-14). 


A human book would cover up, omit 
or seek to palliate such an act by one 
of th^ great of the earth (cf. the 
Btory of Napoleon and Josephine), yet 
the Bible tells all the facts to serve 
IB a warning and to reveal 
God'«

Branson, Mo., June 2.—Railroad ties 
constitute the first croo to be reaped 
from the hills of the Ozarks, but this 
apparently humble industry has now 
reached a magnitude which places the

portance in the United States in this 
particular line. 
Out of Reeds Springs, 
Mo., ten miles nortji of Branson, more 
railroad ties are shipped in a year's time 
than from any other shipping point in 
the 
United 
States. 
Three 
hundred 
thousand ties are shipped out of Reeds 
Springs annually. 
Out of Branson the 
number aggregates about 150,000 to 200,- 
ties each year. 
Galena, Crane, Hollis- 
ter and other points ship vast quantities 
of railroad ties.

Post oak and white oak make the 
best grades of ties.,.Black oak is begin- 
ning to be used, but tics made from 
black loak first have to be creosoted. A 
perfect tie is eight feet 
long, 
eight 
inches wide and six inches thick, and 
a hewn tie is preferable to a sawed tie 
for the reason that in the former the 
grain of the wood is followed. The land 
owner or tie contractor pays his labor- 
ers twelve to sixteen cents for each tie, 
and a good, husky workman can hew 
from twelve to twenty tics a day. The 
tie maker is paid from $1.40 to as high 
as $3.80 a day, but the latter wage sel- 
dom is earned, as only few can hope to 
cut as many as twenty ties a day.

The theory is to teach the pa- 
tient« to depend on and carc for them- 
selves until they are able to be dismiss- 
ed from the instittjtion.

Georgia City Does Not Now 
Want to See Leo Frank 
Hanged. 


Atlanta, 
Ga., June 4.—Atlanta 
has 
had a change of heart. Atlanta does not 
\i'ish Leo ]\L Frank to hang and Atlanta 
ia letting Governor John M. Slayton 
know it. 
Prominent men 
and 
court 
judges of the city, yes, and throughout 
the state of Georgia, too, are appealing 
to the state prison commission and the 
governor to at least commute the con- 
demned man's sentence to life imprison- 
ment; many are asking his pardon. 


Ministers in the city of Atlanta are 
now throwing their influence behind the 
movement to save the life of a man 
whose guilt they question as they do the 
fairness of his trial. 


Even members of the jury which vot- 
ed away this man's life as a mob out- 
side howled for his blood are consider- 
ing recommending a 
commutation of 
sentence. 
Four members of this jury 
have already been in conference and a 
meeting of the entire panel of twelve 
has been called by Fred Winbum, fore- 
man of the jury. 


Atlanta has had a change of heart. 
Atlanta once wanted Frank hanged. 
Atlanta now wants his life spared. 
These prominent men, these jurists, 
these ministers and even these jurors 
may not have wished that Frank hang. 
During the heated moments of the trial 
into which racial prejudice was injected 
and mob spirit had its influence, these 
same men might have wished a verdict 
different from the one returned, 
but 
their voice was not raised at the time. 


The mob raised its voice, however, and 
that voice convicted Frank of the mur- 
der of little 
Mary Phagan, 
a 
most 
atrocious crime, but Frank was convict- 
ed without being proved guilty. 


The time was when to speak aloud for 
Frank meant injury to the person speak- 
ing. 
Not physical 
injury, but snubs, 
cuts and almost ostracism. 
That time 
ahs passed. 


People are realizing that the convic- 
tion of Frank came about under circum- 
stances which were unfair, but during 
the heat and excitement of the trial were 
overlooked. They are realizing that such 
a trial is reflecting on the city and the 
state. 


Many people are asking that Frank 
be pardoned, they believe him innocent. 


The majority of Georgians and At- 
lantans. however, are asking that his 
sentenoe be commuted from death to 
life imprisonment. 
Some of these be- 
lieve him innocent, others are in doubt. 
Some doubt his innocence, some doubt 
his guilt, but they doubt. 


And the reason they doubt is because 
after reflection, after study of the case, 
taking into 
consideration 
the 
atmo- 
sphere of a city shocked by the grue- 
some find of little Mary Phagan's body, 
the cry for vengeance and the demand 
for a victim, after all there was no evi- 
dence that Frank committed the crime. 


The p^ple are trusting their gover- 
nor. 
Tliey believe in John M. Slaton 
they have an executive who is efjual to 
the task. 
They believe that Governor 
Slaton will consider their 
plea, 
they 
trust in him to right a wrong and re- 
move the stigma against their 
state. 
They believe that Governor Slaton will 
give Frank the benefit of the doubt and 
commute his sentence to life imprison- 
ment so that if there has been an er- 
ror it will not be too late after June 
22 to correct it.

This is the announcement of Maurice 
Damour, secretary of the committee of 
appropriations of the French chamber of 
deputies and special commissioner of bis 
government, who is in San Francisco on 
a tour of the United States, taken to 
strengthen trade relations between the 
two republics. 


M. Damour predicts that the war will 
end this fall and the 
restoration 
of 
peace, he says, will be followed by great 
commercial intercourse between France 
and the United States. 


"We have lost many men," he said, 
"and their places in the factories. must 
be taken by machinery. 
Only by em- 
ploying the most up-to-date machinery 
that science and mechanics will pro- 
duce can We continue our great manu- 
facturing industries with the shortage 
of men that now exists. 


"Heretofore wo,have spent $160,000,- 
000 a year in Germany for machinery. 
That biujiness now will go to the Uni- 
ted States. 
But the trade will be great- 
er than that in volume, for we have 
more to buy. We will need agricultural 
implements, printing presses and equip- 
ment, tools, hardware and the like. 


"Of course, we expect that if we buy 
machinery from the United States we 
wll be able to sell our manufactured 
products—toys, 
fabrics, 
etc.—in 
this 
country. A great increase of fcommerce 
between us is inevitable." 


M. Damour comes now 
from 
New 
York and New Orleans. \He Avill leave for 
the northwest shortly, and then will re- 
turn to France. On the present trip he 
is studying comniercial conditions,, in- 
quiring into the prices of machinery and 
other goods. 
This fall he will return 
with bankers and owners of lai^e fac- 
tories who then will arrange tb place 
their business with Amé^can exporters.

blossoms, arrived just in time to wit- 
ness. ' 


In the TokugaAva period, which began 
in the sixteenth century and lasted im- 
til 1868 when the revolution brought an 
end to feudalism, the daimyo or feudal 
lords were over aeeompanied by an im- 
posing pageant when they went out in 
state.

Looking back, Japanese publicists con- 
sider that the feudal system, now :dead, 
was an incomparable monument tb the 
genius of. leyasu. 
They consider ; that 
the present tercentary celebration .is in 
honor of a great 
nation-builder ; who 
gave the empire a period of - tranquility 
and progress to prepare it for the glori- 
ous work of the Meiji era. . 


The semi-official Japan Times wrote: 
"The feudal system which leyasu estab- 
lished and handed down was, we think, 
an inevitable Incident in the, progress of 
the nation, which could be rectified only 
after a period of peace. Peace, then, was 
the first and last aim of leyasu.

laws governing Buddhism, the revîTal of 
learning, the banishment of Christianity 
and every other aeas-ire that he took 
after he had risen to the supreiii« pow> 
or, , were all for the eultlvation, eunoblo-

Although the money was appropriated 
two and a half years ago by the Hunt- 
ington county council and was granted 
by the commissioners, !Mr. Cline repre- 
senting several tax payers, stopped the 
proceedings by a law suit. 
The 
1911 
legislature took up the Beaver case and 
passed a statute giving the county com- 
missioners power to pay the money if 
they desired. Shortly after the action of 
the legislature the commisBioners and 
the county council ordered the money 
paid to i t . Beaver, but the proceedings 
started by ]Mr. Cline stopped the pay- 
ment at once. 
While Mr. Beaver was 
county treasurer he was obliged to pay 
$12,000 to the county, the result of a 
mistake, it is said. He tried to recover 
the money and eventually brought suit, 
but in each instance was thwarted in 
some manner. 
It is asserted that more 
than 90 per cent, of the taxpayers of 
Huntington county believe in the sin- 
cerity of Mr. Beaver's claim and they 
are perfectly willing that it should be 
paid. The case came up in the Hunting- 
ton circuit court twicS and 
was 
also 
heard twice in the Grant circuit court 
and once in the Whitley circuit court. It 
has baen before the supreme court three 
timet.

The visitor whose only interest is in 
a 
"Midway," or 
the 
"isthmus"—the 
sideshow feature of an -exposition—had

e.Kciting about that feature here. 
The 
usual efforts are made—the roller coast- 
er, the nickel dance hall, the shooting 
gallery, the Hawaiian village, the war 
of the worlds 
and 
the 
side-splitting 
funny things are all represented. ))ut 
they do not draw. 
And if they did it 
Avould be a pity to draw any people- 
away from the really worth-while ex- 
hibit of beauty which all the rest cf 
the exposition is. 


In the central court which is remini- 
scint of Venice and St. Mark's, pretty 
women and little children feed the pi- 
geons. 
A band plays airs from the old 
and well-loved operas and it is while 
sitting here that the visitor first begins 
to note the wonderful detail observed 
in the working out of the color scheme. 
There are. for instance, vivid blue ciir-

Later there is an organ 
recital—all 
in the open air with the sea beyond— 
and you smoke another cigar ana watch 
the peac<icks and realize tliat <;ven in a 
world of business and politics and v/ar 
there is beauty and rest.

Government Loses Suit to 
Dissolve the Gigantic 
Corporation. 


Trenton, N. J., June 4.—The United 
Stat(}s district court for New Jersey has 
handed doAvn a unanimous decision re- 
fusing the petition of the federal gov- 
ernment to dissolve the United States 
Steel corporation. 


As against the government the court 
refused to 
dissolve 
the 
corporation, 
holding that in acquiring its 
foreign 
and home trade the concern did not 
violate the Sherman iinti-trust act and 
refused all the injunctions prayed for 
by the department of justice. 


As against the steel corporation the 
court held that the committee meetings 
participated in by 95 per cent, 
of 
the 
steel trade of the country including the 
steel corporation, subsequent 
to 
the 
famous Gary dinners of eight or nine 
years ago, were unlawful combinations 
to control prices; but as these meetings 
had stopped before the government filed 
its complaint 
on 
October, 
1911, 
the 
judges held that there was no occasion 
for an injunction. 


The opinion of the court suggests that 
such practices lie. within the province of 
the new federal trade commission, but 
adds that if their repetition is appre- 
hended the court will on motion of the 
government retain jurisdiction of 
the 
case for that particular purpose. 


A synoppais of the decision of the don- 
ior judge, George BufSngton, prepared 
by direction of the court, states that 
the keynote of the entire opinion is t h a t 
"this case, a proceeding under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, is largely one of 
business facts." 


In another ftart .of 
the opinion the 
court states that "the real t ^ t of moa* 
opoly ia net the iIm of thai wbiebtone- 


quired, but the trade 
power 
of that 
which is not acquired. 


"If mere size were the test of mon- 
opoly and trade restraint," the court 
further said, "we have not one, but half 
a dozen 
unlawful 
monopolies 
in the 
large 
department 
stores 
of a single 
city." 


The court found nothing wrong in the 
steel 
corporatioln 
acquiring 
the/Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company during 
the financial panic of 1907, and thus vir- 
tually approves the 
attitude 
of the 
Roosevelt administration in not inter- 
fering with that deal. 


The next step in the case will be the 
filing of a formal decree and the gov- 
ernment will probably then take an ap- 
peal to the supreme court. 


The suit was instituted by the Taft 
administration and Avas prosecuted for 
the government by Jacob M. Dickinson, 
former secretary of war as chief coun- 
sel.

Fiske, who attracted widespread atten- 
tion by hia 
statements to the house 
naval committee on the lack of adequate 
naval equipment, end who later retired 
from the office of aide for operations in 
the navy department, spoke a t Ifength 
on the unpreparedness of the fleet here 
last night a t the naval academy alumni 
dinner. 
Admiral 
Fiske spoke of 
the 
needs of the navy and the necessitr of 
making laymen realize them, and said: 


"If we fear to do this, lest we incur 
displeasure 
and 
spoil 
our 
individual 
careers, we are unworth}' of the 
uni- 
forms we wear and we fail our country 
in her hour of need, just as effectually 
as if we deserted her ilag in war. 


"Let us estimate the situation briefly, 
and consider first what kind of an attack 
we should have to guard against. 
Evi- 
dently an attack by one of the great 
naval powero is the only kind we need 
consider. 
WTsat would he the character 
of the attacking force? 
Clearly the at- 
tacking force would be as great as the 
attacking power could spare in order to 
ensure its success 
and 
minimize 
its 
losses. 
This means that the attacking 
force 
would 
include 
battle 
cruisers, 
dreadnoughts, 
pre-dreadnoughts, 
scout 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, marine 
depot ships, mine layers, mine sweepers, 
air ships and aeroplanes all fully manned 
and all strategically directed by a gen- 
eral staff. 


"What have we with which to oppose 
this force ? A smaller number of dread- 
noughts^ pre-dreadnoughts and destroy- 
ers than the enemy would bring; no bat- 
tle cruisers, no effective scouts, one air- 
ship recently contracted for, only three 
good aeroplanes, not yet ready, an em- 
bryonic aeronautical service, two mine 
depot ships, one mine layer and twelve 
mine sweepers, also about forty-five sub- 
marines of all kinds and ages, distributed 
over the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
coasts, 
Panama, Hawaii and 
the 
Philippines, 
none of which have ever attempted feats 
like those so effectively performed 
in 
foreign navies now, and an inadequate 
merchant marine from which to get aux- 
iliaries. 
To man even this insufficient 
material, we have an enlisted personnel 
insufficient even for that even in time 
of peace and no trained reserve, and no 
general staff or similar agency to direct 
the wiiole. 


"This means that, reasoning on the 
assumption that the United States de- 
aires that the navy shall be able 
to 
guArd our coast effectively against the 
only kind of attack that would be made, 
the 
navy must obtain several types of 
vessefs and instruments that wo do not 
now possess or possess only in insuffi- 
cient measure; must learn to use them 
both as units and as members of one 
group unit with a skill at least equal to 
that with which foreign navies already 
use them; must enlist 
and 
efiiciently 
train as large a force of enlisted men, 
active and reserve, as oiir probable ene- 
my would send, and must develop a gen* 
eral staff or some similar agency as skil- 
ful wid experienced as theirs. 


"We, as naval ofllctrs. realia« all thU)

Edwards now has a mod- 
el which ho calls the Ed%vards common- 
sense mono-hydroplane, which 
he has 
just about completed. 


After thorough indoor tests, the ma- 
chine will be taken out for a thorough 
outdoor test about July 1. Edwards has 
incorporated a number of new ideas in 
his machine and he says he has been 
studying for several yeara, noting 
the

ticularly those which lly. He says he has 
learned a great deal from them^ and that 
his flying machine is based on the ex- 
periments which ho made in this connec- 
tion.

Argentine.) 


It is not the city which 
makes the 
city. 
The future of Chicago does not de- 
pend upon Chicago, but rather upon the 
country surrounding Chicago. 
It is the 
same with Buenos Aires. 
Hence, I went 
out to see thé agricultural and stock 
raising country. 
• 


The first stop was Belgrava, a very 
attractive suburb about five miles from 
Buenos Aires. 
Soon after leaving Bel- 
grava small farms for truck gardening 
were seen by the score. 


About every twenty minutes the train 
stops at a little town of a couple 
of 
hundre<l people. There is one main street 
with the general store at the 
corner. 
There are two barber shops, a saddler's 
shoj) and a blacksmith shop. 
There is 
the usual agricultural implement agency. 
Yes, these towns are very much 
like 
those in which many of you readers— 
in the states—-were brought up. 


I alighted from the train at one of 
these little stations, named Solis. With 
the exception of two or three persons 
dressed like myself, the men were dress- 
ed like cowboys in the states. 
Arriving 
at the estancia (ranch) I found a differ- 
ent type 
of 
men—called 
"gauchos." 
These 
are the real native Argentines 
who liavo not mixed with any other race. 


These men wear low canvas shoeawith 
rape aoles} they wear no atookinga and

their cotton trousers are buttoned about 
the calf of the leg. 
A rough coat and 
the regulation black hat make up the 
rest of their attire. 


The habit of the country 
regarding 
meals is odd. 
The first meai consists of 
rolls with tea or coffee taken at any 
time and any place. 
No one bothers 
much about it, especially the cook! The 
great meaf is at 12 o'clock and it is call- 
ed breakfast. 
It starts with a 
heavy 
soup; ne.xt comes fish or eggs, a sort of 
an Irish stew; 
then 
comes 
chicken, 
cooked in some form with a vegetable, 
then follows a roast of lamb with an- 
other 
vegetable or 
salad; and 
finally 
crackers, cheese and coffee. Directly fol- 
lowing this heavy meal, all were invited 
to l i e ^ w n for a siesta. 


At 5 o'clock wo were invited out on 
the side porch to have tea. 


At 5:30Worses were brought up fully 
saddled and we left for a ride, to see 
the stock. 
I have never seen better cat- 
t l e in my life. 
The grass is so rich and 
the seasons so open that the cattle can 
be bred, raised and fattened all in the 
same alfalfa field. 


Each of these estancias average about 
6,000 acres. 
Even the homestead in Ar- 
gentine carries 1,.')44 acnes compared with 
our homestead of 100 acres. 
The land 
in Argentine is sold in squares, hectares 
and leagues. 
A square is 4.17 acres; a 
hectare 10,000 squara 
meter« or 2.47 


acres; while a league is 2,500 hectares or 
6,177 acres. 


Land in the west and some in 
the 
north is apt to be diy and should have 
irrigation; land in the south is often too 
wet and sometimes Hooded; but the rain- 
fall in the great province 
of 
Buenos 
Aires is usually just ripht 
and hence 
lands here sell at the highest 
prices, 
namely from $o0 to 
$75. 
The 
ranch 
from which I am writing raises about 
nineteen bushels of wheat 
and sixty 
bushels of corn jier acre. 


If one will go 200 or 300 miles fur- 
ther good lands can be obtained 
near 
the railroad at from $25 to $50 per acre; 
or away from the railroad at from $10 
to $20 per acre. 
I suppose that virgin 
land can be purchased for very much 
less; but I have referred above to only 
good land, suitable for immediate plant- 
ing. 
Argentine is destined to 
become 
the great competitor 
of 
the 
United 
States in exports of grain and 
cattle 
and their pro<lucts. 


The Argentine farmer Is near to the 
sea and has the advantage of an open 
winter, cheaper labor and less competi- 
tion. 
Kemember that Jiueno.s Aires is 
only 2,100 miles further from England 
than is New York." 


After arriving homo on the 
horses 
about 7 o'clock, I enjoyed the best meal' 
of my life. 
Directly after the midday 
meal, Tl>|maa Barber, the owner of the 


ranch, and a gaucho, caught a f a t sheep 
by the hind legs and in fifteen minutes 
had it skinned and dressed. 
It was then 
attached 
to an iron rod, about 
four 
feet long, an end of which was stuck 
into the ground at an angle of 45 de- 
grees. 
Under this an open 
fire 
was 
built. 


At 7 o'clock it was ready to eat and 
in the moonlight, we ate with our lin- 
gers the chnj)s cut from 
the 
sizzling 
roast. 
In the woods beyond the gauehos 
were singing aciompanied by a guitar; 
under tlie peach trees the frogs 
were 
giving their 
evening calls; while 
for 
miles around could faintly be seen great 
herds of cattle and sheep grazing. 
Ah! 
It's a great country for the man 
with 
capital who v>ants to ftirm.

GLASS mDEII USE 
IS HHG AN Elill 


Twin Lake Man's Fate Will 
Gret to Jury Late Fri- 
day Afternoon. 


{Special to The Sentinel.) 


Plymouth, Ind., June 4.—The fate of 
Ora Glass, the Twin-Lake man charged 
with murder in the first degree on a 
charge of murdering the new born ille- 
gitimate child of Jennie Beaird, of Fort 
Wayne, on February 11, at his home, 
where the child was born, will be with 
the jury at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
Public opinion here, since the defense 
presented its side of the case, seems to 
be that the state will fail to convict, 
although before the trial it was believed 
Glass would be found guilty. 


Both state and defense rested their 
cases last eveining. Glass was called to 
the stand in his own behalf and tor 
tlivee hours stood direct and cross ex- 
amination well. He told of , the coming 
of Jennie Beaird to his Twin-Lake home 
last Fourth of July with Mrs. Bertha 
Burkett and O. K. Gause, 
of Fort 
Wayne and of his subsequent illicit re- 
lations with the girl. 
He said that 
when he learned of the girl's condition 
he believed he was responsible for it 
and still believed so. Glass related the 
circumstances of 
their 
intimacy and 
said the girl 
had repeatedly written 
him for money to have a criminal oper- 
ation performed, but that he refused in 
pach instance to furnish her money for 
that purpose. 
He also told of finding 
the babe dead in bed with its young 
mother about six hours after its birth, 
when Jennie had called him from his 
bed. 
Glass said he had prepared to 
marry Jennie after ±he child was born 
and furnished her mother money to 
make arrangements and supposed that, 
matters were going along to that end 
until an officer came and arrested him. 


Arguments to the jury were begun 
this morning. 
Prosecutor E. M. McKes- 
son opened for the state and was fol- 
lowed by Leopold M. Lauer for the de- 
fense. 
Harry Unger, for the defense 
spoke this afternoon, and was to be 
followed by Prosecutor McKesson in the 
closing argument. It is believed a ver- 
dict will be in some time tonight.

Doc. Gillie, chief-of-staff for the games 
end 
contests 
at 
Lafayette 
Place 
on 
Farmers" day, has issued the following 
rules for use in the horseshoe pitching 
contests on that day: 


No. 1—Horseshoes must be cast with 
the calks down. 


No. 2—The pitcher who lands his shoe 
slosest to the hob shall score one for 
each shoe so landed.

leaner 
sha^l 
>oimt two and a ringer shall count three. 


No. 3—The standard distance shall be 
twenty-three 
feet, 
but 
twenty-four, 
thirty, thirty-six and forty-five feet shall 
be allowable. 


No. 4—A cast shall be considered a 
ringer when a straight edge extending 
from calk to calk shall clear the hob. 


6—If both throwers shall make a 
cast equi-distant from the hob, or should 
both make a ringer, or a leaner, then 
neither shall count, and the score shall 
be determined by the position of the 
other pair of shoes. 


No. 6—In case both pairs shall tie the 
leader shall not be deprived of his right 
to lead until a score is made.

battles that stampeded an enemy by 
taking him unawares, has passed away 
The effectiveness of the ilanking move 
ment 
has 
been 
seriously 
impaired 
Why ? 
The soaring scouts carry mes 
sages from trench to trench, and the 
sudden alarms, that 
resulted 
in the 
routing of mighty armies became an- 
cient history w^hen the modern engine 
and gasoline eniibled man to conquer the 
regions of the air. 


"What we have seen in these swift 
winged, eagle eyes of the army or navy 
is but the dawn of the coming day when 
we shall iT^ake the heavens carry our 
war crafts as easily as we navigate 
the sea with our dreadnoughts." 


Secretary Daniels spoke of the mar- 
velous development of the 
submarine 
and added: 
"Almost 
daily 
you 
ar»» 
startled to read of the torpedoing of a 
mighty vessel by these small under-sea 
stilettoes," the secretary told the grad- 
uates. 
"The submarine's 
precision of 
aim, its deadliness of execution, its abil- 
ity to do its deadly work and disappear 
in a moment, challenge the world's won- 
der. 


"It .seems only a few days ago that 
we were wonderinja: 
if *the 
submarine 
would become really an important part 
of the fleet. Today many are seriously 
debating whether our 
giant 
craft will 
continue to 
be 
the 
backbone of the 
squadrons that constitute a country's 
protection. 


"The last congress expressed its faitli 
in the submarine by voting the money 
to build 
twenty-six 
new submarines, 
three of them to be seagoing of a size; 
and power never before contemplated. 
Wliat of the future of this newest na- 
val arra? He would be a rash man who 
would in prophecy limit its possibili- 
ties." 


Secretary Daniels drew a lesson from 
the European war in pointing out that 
the graduates in order to attain high 
place of honor must possess, in addi- 
tion to other indispensables, self-mas- 
tery. 


"•WTien the war is over." he added, 
"the man most honored will be the man 
who captured the citadel of the enemy. 
When his biography is written you will 
find that the naval and military leader 
who emerges ivith most glory will be 
the man who began his career by cap- 
turing and controlling the citadel of his 
own body and protecting it from th» 
ravages of appetite and passion. 
The 
men who take cities, who win sea bat- 
tles, are the better fitted to do~lt if 
they are men who have won the mas- 
tery over impulse and appetite."

but the amount was not made public. 
The stock dividend increases the hold- 
ings of Henry Ford, president of the com- 
pany, by $27,840,000. James Couzens, 
vice-president, receives $5,000,000. 


Tho stock increase brings the issued 


capital stock of the concern to a valua- 
tion of $60,000,000. The remaining 850,-

Dr. William Lowe Bryan, president of Indiana university, in the 


(Course of an address hef ore the South Bend High School Alumni us- 
eociation, bitterly condemned vocational training in tho public 
schools and censured the legislation, -which has enabled tho schools oli 
•Indiana to embark in vocational instruction. 
Dr. Bryan asserted 


that the child who is started in its life work with routine practice 
substituted for an education was sure to he sadly handicapped when 
Changes occurred, which were constantly being worked by those of 
'deeper'education and research knowledge. This child in'later life 
would be unable to draw upon a more basic knowledge and the re- 
sultant lack of power of adaptability was sure to bring failure, sure 
to prove a habit trap for destruction. 


Because he is at the head of one of Indiana's leading educational 


institutions no less than because he lias himself achieved a place of 
eminence in the educational world, the views of Dr. Bryan regard- 
ing vocational training are of importance and of interest, but we do 
not believe they will command any general endorsement at the hands 
of the public. Nor does this necessarily prove that the public is 
right and that Dr. Bryan is wrong. All that he says may be true, but 
there must be a demonstration by actual experience before it will be 


iifccepted. 


There has been popular complaint for many years that public in- 


etruction was gradually drifting away from practicability—that es- 
sentials were passed over too rapidly and that the educational equip- 
ment of the pupil as he left the schools was inadequate to meet the 
•demands confronting him. It was the desire to correct this condi- 
tion that inspired the vocational training idea, and we do not be- 
lieve those who are enjoying its benefits will subscribe to the doc- 
trine that the practical training received is of no account or that.-the 
time spent in acquiring it was wasted. It is reasonably clear that 
vocational training is in the Indiana schools to stay. 


In other words, the United States Steel corporation doesn't 


need to "unscramble." The decision of the federal court for the dis- 
trict of New Jersey has just been announced in the biggest of 
the anti-trust suits brough by the government, in which it holds that 
in acquiring its home and foreign trade the steel corporation did noi 
violate the Sherman anti-trust act, and refused to dissolve the cor- 
poration. More or less obscured by 'other matters that have inter- 
yened since it was begun in 1911, the action against the "steel 
trust" has nevertheless remained as the one-chief figure in the anti- 
trust actions. The finding of the courts appears to, clear away a 
good deal of haze which has beclouded big corporation skies.

This Is a lesson that demands great 


care in its presentation and treatment 
which will differ widely according to 
age. For the younger the briefest sort 
of statement that David fell in love 
with Uriah's wife and to obtain her 
had hpr husband killed will he suffi- 
cient. With such, throw the emphasis 
upon the danger of harboring evil 
thoughts and the need of heart purity 
(see Golden Text).

I. David's Many Good Deeds, II

for two reasons: first, that an ornate 
house might easily corrupt, through 
idolatry, the spirtuality of the Hebrew 
religion; second, David was a man of 
war and therefore not qualified for 
temple building. Though denied, David 
did not despair, but at once provided 
that his successor carry out his desire. 


II. David's One Great Sin, II Sam- 


uel, 11:6. David's victories over his 
enemies are dismissed in a few 
verses, yet his sin is set forth in de- 
tail—another evidence of the divine 
origin and inspiration of the Bible. 
David had followed the example of 


, neighboring kings and taken to him- 


eelf many wives, evidently regarding 
his fancy as supreme and himself as 
above the law. David was "off guard" 
In the matter of temptation, a danger- 
ous position for all, both soldier and 
civilian. David had had too long and 
too great a period, of success and pros- 
perity after his long period of priva- 
tion, and this led to carelessness and 
pride. David was "off duty," indulg- 
ing in ease while Joab did his fighting. 
As a result he became an adulterer

End a murderer, and the record in no

way seeks to palliate his guilt. From

all this the record brings to us many 
Important lessons.

• III. Nathan's Parable, II. Samuel, 
12:1-7, 
It is an evidence of God'a 


grace that he sent his servant to re- 
buke and restore, this "man after his 
own heart." Such ia his mercy, foi 
he does not will that any should per- 
ish but that all might come to the 
knowledge 
of forgiveness 
(Ezekiel 


33.11; Matthew 23:37). No parable 
ever had its desired effect more quick- 
ly than this one. It brought conviction 
and repentance (v. 13) and led to the 
Writing of the fifty-first psalm. It was 
ft delicate task set before Nathan thus 
to rebuke the king, yet it reveals the 
essential nobleness of David in that 
he did not become angry. 
Nathan's 


task and his wisdom are revealed in 
his approach and in the way he led 
David to condemn, unwittingly, his 
own course of action. This was bet- 
ter than to begin by upbraiding and 


• .denunciation. Verso two suggests, in- 
ferentially, God's great goodness . to 
David! which made the offense one of 
gross ingratitude. 


IV. Thou Art the Man"—v. 7a. Thus 


far the story is one all too common, 
then and now, of the strong crushing 
the weak and glorying in tbeir selfish- 
ness. What follows is the evidence 
of God's response to man's repentance, 
the parallel to which has nowhere else 
been found in the ancient world. The 
glory of it is that David heard and 
heeded God's messenger. The whole 
sordid story with its resultant action 
on David's part brings us many price- 
less lessons. (1) That maa who had 
lived a life of faith and communion 
fell most miserably when he neglected 
his duty and took his eyes off God. 
There is a grave danger ahead of the 
m?.n who begins to trifle with sin (I 
Cor. 10:12). 
(2) Though a-man fall 


(the godly man) yet he is not utterly 
cast down. There is pardon for the 
vilest sinner and the most abject 
backslider. David's murderous hands 
and sin-stained soul found pardon 
(Ps. 32 and 51). (3) A man's sins, 
though he may find pardon, will cloud 
all of his future. 


David felt, it in his own life and fam- 


ily; both daughter and sons felt its 
blight (see chapter 13), and it brought 
forth David's immortal lament over 
Absalom. 


David's trusted friend joined tho 


son's rebellion and caused David great 
sorrow (see Jl:3; 2.3:34; 15:21 and 
ft. 55:12-14).

Shortly after the action of 
tho legislature the commissioners and 
the county council ordered tho money 
paid to Jlr. Beaver, but tho proceedings 
started by Mr. Cline stopped tho pay- 
ment at once. While Mr. Beaver was 
county treasurer he was obliged to pay 
$12,000 to tho county, the result of a 
mistake, it is said. He tried to recover 
the money and eventually brought suit, 
hut in each instance was thwarted in 
lome manner. It is asserted that more 
than 90 per cent.' of the taxpayers of 
Huntington county believe in the sin- 
cerity of Mr. Beaver's claim and they 
are perfectly willing that it should be 
paid. The case came up in the Hunting- 
ton circuit court twice and was also 
heard twic« ia the Grant circuit court 
and once in the Whitlay circuit court.

Manufacturers Compelled to 


Get Own Oil on Account

Washington, June 4.—Owing to 
a 


.falling off since August 1 of nearly 30 
per cent, in shipments of creosote from 
England and Germany, whence comes 
all but a sinall part of the imported 
oil- used by wood preserving plants in 
this country, American manufacturers 
have taken steps which, says a report 
compiled by the forest service, it 
i=; 


estimated will increase production of 
the domestic article by about 25 per 
cent. The imported oil ordinarily forms 
about (>5 per.cent, of the total used in 
the United States where creosote is the 
most important wood preservative. 


The statistics gathered 
show that 


wood preserving is one 
of the 
most 


rapidly 
advancing industries in 
the 


country. Jn 1895 there were 
fifteen 


plants in the United States; 
In 1914 


there were 122 plants of all kinds, HID 
being of pressure-cyelinder type. Nine- 
ty-four of these plants last year used 
more than 79 million gallons of creo- 
sote oil, more than 27 million pounds 


- of dry zinc chloride, and nearly 2 1-1! 


inillion gallons of other preservatives, 
tucii as coal tar and crude oil, treating 
a total .of nearly 160 million cubic feet 
of timber, an increase of about 7 mil- 
lion cubic feet over 1013. and of 35 mil- 
lion cubic feet over 1912. 


The most important consumers arc 


the large plants in which railroad ties 
are treated. The preservatives materi- 
ally lengthen the ties' period of ser- 
vice, lessen the labor coat involved by 
renewal, and decrease tlie drain upon 
the forests due to tie-cutting. To some 
extent the treatment of fence posts and 
other forms of farm timber is bcinr; lu- 
ken up, an inexpensive apparatus and 
method having been devised by the de- 
partment of agriculture; but as yet the 
use of wood preservatives by farmers 
is on too small a scale to have any im- 
portance in the total, while the prac- 
tice of treating telephone poles is in its

SIEEL NOI TRUST 


Government Loses Suit to 


Dissolve the Gigantic 


Corporation. 


Trenton, N. J., June 4.—The United 


States district court for Isew Jersey has 
landed down a unanimous decision re- 
'using the petition of the federal gov- 
ernment to dissolve the United States 
Steel corporation. 


As against the government the court 


refused to 
dissolve the 
corporation 


holding that in acquiring its 
foreign' 


and home trade the concern did not 
iolalc the Sherman anti-trust act and 
refused all tlio injunctions prayed lor 
by the department of justice- 


t\s against the steel corporation the 


court held that the committee meetings 
participated in by ns per cent, of the 
steel trade of the country including the 
steel coriKiration. subsequent 
to 
the 


famous Gary dinners of eight or nine 
years ago. were unlawful combinations 
to control prices;.but as these meetings 
had stopped before the government filed 
its complaint 
on October. 
11)11. 
the 


judges held that there was no occasion 
for an injunction. 


The opinion of the court suggests that 


such practices lie within the province of 
the new federal trade commission, but 
adds that if their repetition is appre- 
hended the court will on motion of the 
government retain jnrisdiction of the 
case for that particular purpose. 


A synoposis of the decision of the sen- 


ior judge. Gaorge Buffington, prepared 
by direction of the court, states that 
the keynote of the entire opinion is that 
"this case, a proceeding under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, is largely one of 
business facts." 


In »nothcr part of the opinion the 


conrt state? that "the real test of mon- 
, opoly U not the size of that which is Ac- 


quired, but the trade power 
of that 


which is not acquired. 


"If mere size were the test of mon- 


opoly and trade restraint," the court 
further said, "we have not one, but half 
a dozen unlawful monopolies in the 
large 
department 
stores of a'single 


city." 


The court found nothing wrong in the 


steel corporatioh acquiring the ' Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company during 
the financial panic of H107, and' thus vir- 
tually approves the 
attitude 
of the 


Roosevelt administration in not inter- 
fering with that deal. 


The next step in the case will be the 


filing of a formal decree and the gov 
ernraent will probably then, take an ap- 
peal to the supreme court. 


The suit was instituted by the Tuft 


administration and was prosecuted for 
the government by Jacob M. Dickinson, 
former secretary of war as chief coun- 
sel.

Annapolis, June 4.—Rear 
Admiral 


Figkc, who attracted widespread atten- 
tion by his statements to the house 
naval committee on the lack of adequate 
naval equipment, and who Inter retired 
from the office of aide for operations in 
the navy department, spoke at length 
on the unpreparedness of the fleet here 
last, night at the naval academy alumni 
dinner. 
Admiral Fiske spoke of the 


needs of the navy and the necessity of 
making laymen realize them, and said: 


"If we fear to do this, lest we incur 


displeasure and spoil our individual 
careers, we are unworthy .of the uni- 
forms we wear and we fail our country 
in her hour of need, just as effectually 
as if we deserted her flag-in -war. 


"Ijet us estimate the situation briefly, 


and consider first what kind of an attack 
we should have to guard against. Evi- 
dently an attack by one of the great 
naval powero is the only kind we need 
consider. What would be the character 
of the attacking force! Clearly the at- 
tacking force would be as great as the 
attacking power could spare in order to 
ensure its success and 
minimize its 


losses. This means that the attacking 
force would include battle cruisers, 
dreadnoughts, pre-drcudnoughts, scout 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, marine 
depot ships, mine layers, mine sweepers, 
air ships and aeroplanes all fully manned 
and all strategically directed by a gen- 
eral staff. 


"What have we with which to oppose 


this force! A smaller number of dread- 
noughts, prc-dreadnoughts and destroy- 
ers than the enemy would bring; no bat- 
tle, cruisers, no effective scouts, ouo air- 
ship recently contracted for, only three 
Ejood aeroplanes, not yet ready, an em- 
bryonic aeronautical service, two mine 
depot ships, one mine layer and twelve 
mine sweepers, also about forty-five sub 
marines of all kinds and ages, distributee 
over the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
coasts, 


Panama.' Hawaii and the Philippines 
none of which have ever attempted feats 
like those so effectively performed in 
foreign navies now, and an inadequate 
merchant marine from which to get aux- 
iliaries. To man even this insufficienl 
material, we have an enlisted personnel 
insufficient even for that even in time 
of peace and no trained reserve, and no 
general staff or similar agency to direct 
the whole. 


"This means that, reasoning on the 


assumption that the United States de- 
sires that the navy shall be able to 
guard our coast effectively against tlic 
only kind of attack that would In: made, 
the navy must obtain several types of 
vessel* and instruments that we do not 
now possess or possess only in insuffi- 
cient measure; must learn to use them 
both as units and as members of one 
group imit with a skill at least equal to 
that with which foreign navies already 
we them: must enlist and 
efficiently 


train as large a force of enli-led men. 
active and reserve, a? our probable ene- 
my would send, and must develop a gen- 
eral staff or some similar agency as skil- 
ful and experienced as their?.

Figure 4 is suited best for a dainty 


summery dress. If of white material a 
dainty figured weave may be used for 
the ruffles and fischu and vice versa.

attractive suburb about five miles from 
Buenos Aires.

About every twenty minutes the train 


stops at. a little town of a couple, of 
hundred people. There is one main street 
with tho jiencral store, at the corner.

Yes. these towns are very much like 
those in which many of you readers 
in the states—were brought t:p. 


I alighted from the train at one ol
